Louis Riel- 

In alluding to tlie arrest nnd trial of 
Lepine, we took occasion to* remark 
that Manitoba Avas never long without 
an excitement of some kind or other. 
The Prairie ProYince seems to be in 
for a shower just now. It will be seen 
by our mail summary that Louis lliol, 
who was elected by acchimation for the 
District of Provencher, Avas iu the Pro- 
vince of Oqtario, en route to Ottawa fur 
, the purpose of claimiug his seat in the 
Domioion ^.Parliament ^ and tiist his 
presence in the ProTiiice"" whose Gov- 
emnieittih'ad- offered five thousand dol- 
la-b for his »ri%St threatened to lead Lu 
BHrious cmiRGquences. That his pres- 
. Bence at Ottawa would complicate poli- 
tical relations and tend to embarrass 
.the Sir John Macdouald Administra- 
tion, seems tolei-ably certain. Haviiig^ 
breakfasted at Coburg on the '20th, 
Kiel should have reached the Federal 
capital on that day, and it is a matter 
of surprise that nothing has been 
heard of him from there; for it seems 
' prol^ble that he would not hesitate to 
claim bis seat. "We have yet to learn 
what oom'se the Government pursued, 
or Mfill pursue, iu relation to.tliiK rouiiirk- 
ablopersonnge. Tt would be very easy to 
keep him out of Parliament on a cliarn o 
of murder, and thereby dejjhvo the 
Opposition of a vote upon which tiioy 
would appear to have counted. But, 
before adopting such a course, the 
Government would probably have to 
consider how the French Canadian 
party would be influenced by it, for it 
is believed that many of the Quebec 
members on the Government side of 
the House warmly espouse Kiel's 
cause. With parties so evenly baliuic- 
ed, the Government could scdircoly 
afibrd to alienate any number of 
followom in order to exclude 
Eiol. The intimation that the Govern- 
ment were daily oxpocting papers from 
England conveying amnesty for Eiel nnd 
Lepine would appear to indicate tlio 
policy of the Government. Amnesty 
would please the French Canadian elo- 
: ment in Quebec; while it might posaibly 
. ■eonre Biei's stipport; ^or Biel can- 
,'forgetthnt it was the Ontario Grits who 
were loudest in demanding liis arrest. 
We confess that we have found it ini])os- 
fliblo to approve of , or ovon comprehend , 
tho polioy of the Dominion Government 
in deiiliiig with !Miinitobu, either before or 
since its creation into a Province. It 
has always appeared to us that there was 
too much of that sliilly-shully, teinporie- 
ing which seldom fails to breed trouble, 
especially when dealing \vith.suchai)opu- 
lation as formed a large element in that 
new territory. Firmno.'<H, whother for 
_ punishment or for clemency, in the first 
instance, would have averted uiuclijtrou- 
ble, and it would have possessed the ad- 
vantage ojf dignity and manliness. Either 
Eiel and his confederates nro criminals 
or thoy are not. If criminals, they slinuld 
either have boon promptly punished or 
pardoned. If not, thoy are entitled to 
enjoy, unmolostod, all tlio right the Con- 
stitution guarantees tho subjects of tho 
country. But this fast-and-loose, hide- 
and-seek game is as unbecoming as it is 
mischievous.

Dr. Kencaly fiiidiiis' a passajfe in 
wliich it appcaretl that some <'iiv(;- 
lope had. been iiaudedby Mr. Htxwkiiis 
to the colou^ to identify— though it 
appeared .-hat this wns the envelope of 
of some other letter — -insisted that this 
wna tho sumo, and that therefore itwas 
banded to ]\Ir. Hawkins. I\Ir. Hawk- 
ia.s u[)Oii this declared that it was tlio 
envelope of another letter wbicb was 
there alluded to. 

Dr. Keiiealy said the envelope was, 
by the evidence, traced to the liniids of 
I\lr. Hawkins, luitl lie w(.)uld ratbcr 
believe that than ilr. Ifa^v•kills" wonl. 

Mr. Hawkins ui'oii tlii.s veliciucutly 
denied the statement and dor-lariid it 
eiuplmtically t'> be utterly false, and 
he protested against the gi-oss and of- 
foiisive iiniiutatioii convoyed. 

Tho Lord Chief .Jiistioo said ho 
ijrcaUv rcg-rettcd the use of such lau- 
yuaye. 

Mr. Justice Lush said einpiiatically 
that he had been more pained at tbe 
language used in this trial than bo 
liad over been before in nwy ease in 
which lie had ever been en;4af;-ed. 

Dr. Kenealj' repeated liia jis-sertioii 
that the envelope was traced to Mr, 
Hawkins. 

Mr. Hav.-kii;?; p.f,Miii vehomontly de- 
nied it. 

Mr. ilustico Liisli pointed oui tliat it 
plainly appeared from the notes of the 
former trial that the envelope banded 
hy Mr. Hawkins to the colonel was not 
tlio e nvelope of the letter in quoslion 
— \-bicli the colonel had expressly 
stated ho bad niislaid^ — Init the envel- 
ope of sonic otlior letter, several liav- 
iupr been produced. 

The Lord Chief Justice pointed out 
that it wns not warranted by the e-vi- 
dence, for what appeared was not that 
tbo witness had banded the envelope 
to Mr. Hawkins, but tliut jMr. Hawk- 
ins bad banded it to thcwitueaaj so it 
was "traced," not to Mr. Hawkins.bul 
to Llio witness himself. 

A juror said the timo of the o»arfc was 
worth far moro than the matter indispute 
about this enveli>po. 

Upon this Dr. KiMicaly vehemently pro- 
toslod against any imputatiou of wasting 
timo. My client's interests, he said, in 
this case, which miglitinv(dve twoiity-one 
j'oars' penal servitude, aro far moro ao- 
rious than the timo of any juror. If the 
jurv as a body toll me I am wasting time, 
1 will bow to thi^r opiuiuu, but I proto.'jt 
against any such observatiou from a par- 
ticular juror. 

The Ijord Chief .TusI ieo Haid lie must 
avow his opinion that that jiartic ular en- 
velope was iiotofthesliglitc.it iniportaure, 
and he deeidy rct;rotted the language 
which had been used about it. 

Dr. Kcnoaly. — Well, I only said tliat I 
had rather taue the evidence than Mr. 
Hawkins' word, and 1 do not see that there 
is anything very serious in that. 

Mr. JustioeMellor. — lam not surprised 
at you! 

Dr. ICanealy. — 1 am not .surprised at 
anything you say of luo, my Lord. 

'The Lord Chief Justice said if sucli 
language was used the relations whicii 
had hitherto subsisted between tho bar 
and tho bencli could not continne, and 
again ho e.Kpressed his deep regret at the 
language which had been used. 

Mr. JustioeMellor, with graat empha- 
sis. — I am bound to say that my feelings 
have boon mora severely tried in this case 
than they have ever been before during the 
whole of my experience. 

I\Ir. JuHtice Jiush.witli equal emphasis, 
Slid- In that expression of feeling I must 
say I entirely concur. 

'There was a inurmur of assent from tho 
jury-box as this painful soenewas clos- 

Qd. 

The very next day there was another 
"painful scene, " tho circumstances of 

which may be briclly stated. A witness 
named Willia:-a Polo l.i.id sworn to having 
known Arthur Ortoii lu Australia. Tlio 
cross-examiiiaticm loft it exceedingly 
doubtful whether there was a word of 
truth in it, Mv. Hawkins, on sitting 
down after his oross-examination, turned 
toward liis .eolleagno, Mr. Sergeant Par-^ 
ry, who sits between him and Dr. l\tnea- 
ly, and turning his back to tho jury, who 
aro on the other side (jf him, said some- 
thing to him, which, as it afterward tran- 
spired, was, "If that cmi bo believed, any- 
thing may bo believed." The voicoboing 
turned toward Dr. Kenealy, ho hoard it, 
and Dr. Konoaly complanod of it as in- 
tended "to catch liio oai-s of tlio jury," 
which jNIr. Hawkins denied, and thoroup- 
on Dr. Konoaly said, "1 hoard it myself." 
Upon this, — 

Mr. Hawkins— My Lords, I protest 
against these observations, I will notoll'er 
on this side of the grave, if I know it, 
another remark to tlio learned coiuisol— I 
havo been so insulted by him in tho 
courso of this case. I will never forget 
it. It will always be in my mind. What 
I aaid was to my friend Sergeant Pnrry, 
and I do not remember tho exact words; 
but I havo yet to Icirn that counsel have 
not a perfect right to make ob.servatioiiB 
in tho course of a caso to tho counsel with 
whom they arc; associated in a cause. I 
did not make the observation to ho board; 
it is a thing I should not do qr think of 
doing, and I protpiit BgaiOst it being said 
that 1 ii^ade the obaeri^atiori for tbo pub- 
lic or jury to hear. 

Dr, Kenoaly--Of courBo, no one can 
dispute the right of counsel to mako ob- 
Hervationa to tbair janiorB; but what tho 



d6fonhah^^"bii3lainB of is that tliey were 

spoken in a tone for the jury to hear. 

Tiio foreman (after conferring with his 
fellowii) --My Lords, none of the juror.s 
heard what Mr. Hawkins said-, 
1 r'Tlie liondou Hctrs, in its suannniy of 
tho (lay's proceediugs. says of Mv. Ifaw- 
kins' remark ftbout-never-speakin;,' to Dr. 
Kenealy again 'Voii this side of the grave," 
that "thelearued gentleman was uuder- 
.^toud to refer to the duration of tbo Tich- 
horno trial, and by no moans to hold out 
a covert threat of renewiug forsenio hos- 
tilities moro dii'ectly in a future state of 
existeaeo."
